Thus, if an 
exception occurs which necessitates a rollback operation after a branch is 
taken, the amount of work the processor has done which is discarded is 
limited . For example, the number of stores which must be discarded are 
limited in number number . Thus ertho the delay attendant on a rollback 
is significantly reduced. - 
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
